I am enclosing herewith an estimate for repairs to 
our Laundry Extract Basket, amounting to $454.00. Also 
find enclosed receipt for sum of $280.00 as part payment 
from St. Mary's School on above bill. 


This was a repair that was badly needed and most 
urgent. To allow the machine to remain in its broken 
condition would have endangered the lives of the Sisters 
and the children working in the Laundry. To wait for re- 
pairs to be made would have held up our laundry for weeks and 
at the same time added many hours of extra labour and heavy 
labour upon the children. I felt that the only thing to 
to was to get the work done at once. Through the U and I 
Tinners I had the repairs done and the machine working in 
four days. 


I am asking therefore, that this bill of $454.00 
come out of the grant for expenditures and repairs, and 
that payment be made as follows: a refund of $280.00 to 
St. Mary's School and a payment of a further $174.00 to 
the U and I Tinners, listed herein. 


I received sometime ago, an OK for an expenditure 
of some $800.00 for wash basins and new toilets. As i 
find now that delivery of these cannot be promised or 
assured, I would ask that this expenditure be cancelled.

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to report that I have taken over Ste 
Mary's Residential School from Reverend 4, Maillard, and have 
commenced the School year with a full pupil list. In addition, 
we have forty applications which we cannot accept for want of 
accommodation. 


As you are perhaps aware, I have been a Field 
Missionary in this territory for some time, and have a thorough 
local knowledge of all the Reserves our pupils are drawn from, 
which will, I hope, be of advantage in my present capacity of 
Principal. 


It is my most earnest wish to co-operate with 
the Department in the fullest possible manner, and to carry out 
the views for Indian education laid down. To do this effectually, 
however, I feel that I must draw your attention to the condition 
of the School buildings, and the urgent need there is of a new 
School. 


I know of course, and thoroughly appreciate 
the efforts you have made to have this carried out and in opening 
the matter afresh, I merely wish to add my mite to the weight of 
evidence prepared by the Department in support of the undertaking. 


Apart altogether from the deplorable living 
conditions we have to contend with in the dormitory portions of the 
School, I would stress the fact that the Laundry became so danger- 
ous the late Principal was obliged to erect a new building at 4 
cost to the School of $1,032.00. This work was performed in such 
manner that it can be moved later on and applied to some suitable. 
purpose. 


At the present moment there is no building for 
Manual Training and as the School has already undertaken, in 
connection with the laundry, all the expense its finances will bear 
this year, I would most urgently ask that the Department assist us 
to this extent, in order that the Training Course may be commenced 
under right conditions, as my finances will not admit of the con- 
struction of a proper building.

I have received your letter of March 30th, 
wherein you enclosed certein invoices of MeLennen, Feely 
& Prior, covering tools and equipuent for the vocational 
training class at St. Mary's School. Father O'Grady has 
been transferred to the Kamloops school and I have taken 
the mtter up with him and he advises me as follows, re- 
garding the equipmnt referred to in your letter. 


You will note on the original Purchase order 
the items, one drill press and one mortising attachnuent, 
are requested as complete, thus necessarily covering the 
chisels, bits and bushings, which are essential for the 
operating of these machines. \clennan, MeFeely & Prior 
did not send these Pieces with the equipment and naturally 
Father O'Grady advised them so, with the consequence that 
they were delivered. The fact that they were not included 
in the other account eppears to be due to an oversight on the 
part of the firm, since they should be quite aware of the 
fact that the drill preee and the mortising attachment are 
unoperable without the chisels etc. If you will kindly 
refer to our requisition you will note that these items 
were requested inasmuch as they were asked for complete. 


On the invoice copy, which I am enclosing 
for your convenience in re-checking this watter there are 
two items whicn do not enter in to the question. The 9547 
4-step cone pulley, which, elthough necessary, may be ex- 
cluded and the 976 chisel holder, which is cancelled by 
@ credit note. The other items, without exception, are 
essential operating parts of the drill press and the worti- 
Bing avvachrent and consequently I feel that I am jusvatava 
in referring thie mvwr again to you. ‘Wy opinion is that 
the firm of Wlennan, “c¥Yeely & Prior are at fault, inasmech 
as they did not recognize from the original requisition that 
the drill press and the mortising attachment were requested 


as complete. 
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I trust that the above information will be of

Vocational Training: 


Boys: Manual training divided into two groups, 

seniors and juniors. Seniors follow depart- 
ment course as far as possible; are trained in the use 
of planes, saw hammer; also on wood lathe and drill 
press. They assist in the construction of small build- 
ings; measuring and estimating lumber; mixing concrete, 
etc. Juniors are trained in the use and care of tools; 
their purpose; and do simple operations in construction 
of small articles. 


Cobbling: - About twelve boys are trained in the 
cobbling shop, learning to repair shoes and leather 
articles. So far this year they have repaired about two 
hundred pairs of shoes. 


Stationary Engineering: Six chosen boys work with the 


school engineer learning the operation and maintenance 
of boilers. Emphasis is laid on safety and the correct 
reading of gauges. 


‘Dairying: - The boys excel in this work and are trained 
thoroughly in the care and upkeep of dairy cattle. Our 
junior Calf Club won the B.C. Trophy last fall. 


Farming: - Boys are given a complete course in all branches 
of farming; care and use of farm machinery, rotation of 
crops, etc. 


Logging:- Older boys assist in simple logging operations, 
mainly to emphasize safety methods as many of them find 
work when they graduate in logging camps. In spite of 

the high accident rate in these camps, not one of our boys 
has been injured since these instructions started.

Dear Sir; 


To further the technical training at the 
Ste Mary's Indian Residential School, we are in need 
of several pieces of equipment, such as a forge and 
acetyline welding kit. At the present time our tech- 
nical training has been mostly limited to woodworking 
as we had no equipment or tools for metal work. More- 
over I had no competent instructor. I have been fore 
tunate in securing the services of a highly thained 
man, who is in a pesition to instruct our senior boys 
in blacksmithing and welding. He is a former employee 
of the school and now a returned soldier. While in 
the army he completed several courses in metal work 
and I am anxious that he begin his instructions to the 
boys as soon as possible. This training should be of 
great value to the Indian boys; fitting them for em- 
ployment and enabline them to do their own repair work 
at home. Eventually we would need additional equipment 
for the School shop, but for the present, to get things 
started, we have immediate need of the two above items. 
Since the Department has always shown such a keen in- 
terest in the technical training of the boys, I would 
request that they purchase the forge and welding kit 
for use in trainine the boys. The following prices for 
immediate delivery have been secured from the liarshell 
Wells Co. Vancouver, B.C.

Dear Mr. Phelan; 


When Mr. Doucet visited our school some 
months ago, he was greatly impressed by our course in 
automotive and farm mechanics. ‘This course is given to 
selected older pupils and has produced great results. 

Our instructor is a well qualified man, a veteran of the 
last war, who specialized in mechanics, while in the arny,. 
Wwe have found that the boys take exceptional interest in 
this work, and I believe it to be of the highest practical 
value to then. 


To obtain the services of our instructor 
we have had to pay him a good monthly salary. ‘This has 
added greatly to the costs of running the school, but the 
Tesults were so beneficial that I hesitated to stop the 
course, Mr. Doucet felt that in view of what wes being 
accomplished in this vocational field, the Department 
would be interested enough to provide a monthly sum to 
help cover the instructor's salary, The instructor is 
at present being paid at the rate of $175.00 monthly, I 
would respectfully request that the Department provide

Then 
in the matter of clothing,the High svhool pupils wued something a 
little different from the general run of the School. Most of our High 
Sohool boys and girls pariicipate in outside activities such as 
Gymnasf$io di splays; folk Geneing) extrnemural sports eto. On these 
occasions they are mingling with other High School children and I 
have felt that in the matter of clothing ,expenses eto,nothing should 
be left undone which would give ovr indian o ildren s feeling of 
inferiority. A High School demands a high standard in every way. To 
maintain thie standard is indeed en extra matter of work and expense. 

In what way either Kamloops or Sranbrook inour expenses not 
felt here,and so warrant the extra grant denied to us,1 do not under 
atand. I foel therefore that my request is within reason and do hope 
that you will do whatever possible to heip us out in this matter. Our 
High School is progressing very welle I expect about 20 pupils in Grades 
9,10, and ll,this coming ell.

On receipt of the Principal’s notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil's 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office.

Annuity payment and remain to fish and hunt from the Fort. 
is is the only opportunity that some of these children 

have of receiving a little education, as many Indians are 
much averse to sending their children to school. Some 
years this school has been kept open for over two months, 
but last Summer was exceptional, as fewer Indians stayed in 

J the Fort due to the searcity of rabbits ard fish, and left 
the Fort shortly after the Treaty payment. 


Rev. H.G.Cook has been in charge of this school 
since the Summer of 1935 and is a B.A. of Nestern University, 
and engaged for tis Parish by Bishop Sovereign whe is 
in charge of the Diocese. 


I may also say that this school is kept open 
from early in September until the following June each year, 
and is attended by the children of Halfbreeds,Indians and 
Nhites, and is thus a benefit to the whole community. 


The matter of keeping this school open was taken 
up with Dr. H.W.MeGill on his visit here July 31,1955, by 
ReveFranklin Clarke, the then Incumbent and myself, and Dr. 
McGill then agreed that some compensation was due the Mission 
for their work in connection with the school.

FORT MAC PHERSON 
June 26th. 


The meeting was held on the 26th in the Chief's 
house as agreed and the main subject brought up was their 
desire for a school of their own at MacPherson, stating that 
their children all get sick at Aklavik and on being sent 
home get better, that they will supply the logs and build 
the necessary buildings, as well as bend all efforts to 
supply as much food as possible if the department will 
supply the teachers and their keep. There are now 
approximately seventy children of school age at the post 
most of whom have not been to school and they are very 
adverse to sending them to Aklavik. No promises were made 
on this voint beyond telling them that the request would 
be put before the department.

I have discussed with the Director 
of the Lands, Parks ami Forests Branch, Mr. Roy Gibson, the 
desirability of providing educational facilities for the 
Indien and half-breed children at Fort McPherson. 


The last census shows an Indian pop- 
ulation at this point of 407. Of these, 402 are listed as 
Anglican and five as Roman Catholic. It would appear, there- 
fore, that there mst be approximately eighty Indian children 
of school age at this point. 


We are naturally anxious to learn 
that this matter has been fully discussed with the Anglican 
bishops concerned, Would the establishment of an Indian Day 
School at Fort MoPherson tend to reduce the enrolment at 
Aklavik? In view of the fact, however, that the authorised 
enrolment at this date at Aklavik is only fifty, the effect 
should not be at all serious. 


Would it be possible also to secure 
from you information with respect to logs and other material 
evailable in the district for the construction of a school? 
The availability of labour locally is also important. Would 
the Indians be willing to cooperate in the building of @ two~ 
room Indian Day School? The construction of such a school, 
if included in our post-war program, would have to proceed, 
of course, without any commitment on our part with respect to 
the establishment of a Residential School later. Our building 
program is so far behind that it is not at all likely we will 
be able to secure funds for the construction of Residential 
Sehoole at new points at any time during the years immediately 
ahead of us.

Dear Sir : 


I am writing you regarding the educational problems in 
this place. I would be glad to get certain information from you, 
and any advice or suggestions you can give me. 


First, let me sum up the situstion generally as it stands 
at present. Then I have certain proposals to make. 


As you may know, when we first came here eight years ago, 
we carrie: on a small day school for seven or eight Indian, half- 
breed and white children. Mrs. Dewdney, who is a cualified teacher, 
did the main part of the teaching with myself assisting. We gave 
the children two to three hours daily. After a couple of years 
some of our pupils felt themselves too old for school, one or two 
went to the residential school at Aklavik, and others had moved from 
the Fort. There were no children of school age among the families 
resident at the Fort, and it was discontinued. A little later I 
began to teach a halfbreed child and brought her through the first 
two grades. Last year I started three more children on primary work. 


We could foresee that there would be a number of children 
ready for school this year, partly because younger families are 
growing up, partly because one or two families moved into the Fort. 
Mrs. Dewdney wrote and procured correspondence lessons for these 
children through the Nathwest Territories Branch. We hoped that 
with the aid of these lessons we could give the children a fair 
education. Mrs. Dewdney has been taking three children in Grade 
3 and one in Grade 5 for an hour and a half a day. I have been 
taking three beginners for about the same length of time. Two of 
these children are Treaty Indians. We found the correspondence 
lessons useful as guides. But we soon found that the parents had 
not enough education or understanding of methods to be of much help. 
In spite of this I think the children are going ahead well. Taking 
the children from October to the end of March, Mrs. Dewdney expects 
to have pretty well covered the year's work. My beginners are able 
to read quite well, and should be about three-quarters of the way 
through the Reader, and about the same distance in Number Work 
before we have to stop. This is in spite of the fact that all 
children lost about a month's schooling during the mumps epidemic 
last fall, and that extra holidays have to be given at mail time, 
during the times when I am travelling among the camps, and when 
sickness claims Mrs. Dewdney's attention as Field Matron. 


We realise of course, that while the children are getting 
the three R's, they are missing much of the general knowledge, the 
training in language and self-expression, the handwork, and the 
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discipline that are 4 great part of the value of school life. Ye 
feel this is a serious loss. Whet we are doing is at best 4 make- 
shift and does not go far towards giving these children what 

they need. 


Our problem is made the greater by the fact that next year 
there will be a number more children ready for school. We shall 
be faced then with a situation which we cannot handle adequately 
under the present arrangements. 


In addition to the families who live at the Fort the whole 
year, there are several other families for whom something should 
be done. There are several families, halfbreed and Indian who 
would like to put their children in day school, and who would move 
their families into the Fort for the winter if there were 4 regular 
school with a oualified teacher. Most of these families speak 
English in the home. They are not willing for various reasons, 
to send their children to a residential school. They are willing 
to go to the trouble and expense of building homes here to see 
that their children get an education. 


I sympathise with them. While some form of residential 
school seems to be the only solution for Indian children whose 
parents are usually on the move, I believe thet a day school 
usually produces better results, and that it is greatly preferable 
where the children are able to attend it regularly. 


To let you see the situation in a definite way, I give 
below a list of families that would@ have children ready for a 
day school if one were started next fall. I have divided the 
list into Treaty and Non-Treaty. Most of the children in the 
treaty families listed are more white than Indian and speak only 
English. First, however, I want to meet a possible objection. 
If a day school were started, might not the attendance again fall 
off as it did several years a4g0 ® Is there any likelihood that 
such a school could be kept going @ I think it could. Most of 
these families, including the Treaty halfbreeds mentioned above, 
are native to the district end have their settled traplines near 
by. These are nearly all young families, with the oldest children 
eight or nine. From this age ey come down in steps of one or 
two years. The end is nowhere in sight as the wives are youne and 
healthy and likely to have plenty more. I am sure that if we once 
got started we would have material here for a day school of anywhere 
from twelve to twenty children or more. In addition I am sure 
that a number of Indians would leave their families at the Fort 
if there were a full time school going.

I think these figures speak for themselves. I should 
mention that under “Younger Children" I heve not included any of those 
listed in the last three columns. 


Now I would like to outline the general idea we hawe in 
mind if we can obtain help to carry it th rough. 


If possible we want to start a Day School next fall for 
these children. This school would be in charge of @ qualified 
teacher brought in from toutside”™ on an adequate salary, would 
be run for ten months on full school hours, and use the full 
school curriculum for each grade. It would be the aim to give 
every child exactly the same education as 4 white child outside 
in the same grade would receive. 


For the first year at least, school would be held in @ 
large room attached to the Mission which can be adequately heated 
and lighted (with electricity), and the teacher given board and 
room at the Mission. The teacher would be found by the Mission, 
but qualifications would be approved by the Departments concerned 
who would have control over curriculum, equipment, etc. Only 
those children would be admitted whose parents would guarantee 
to keep them at the Fort for the school year. This is necesary 
to prevent the {inconveniences arising from children attending 
for a few weeks and then leaving. All children would be examined 
by a doctor in the fall to avoid the presence of T.B. None of 
the families listed, with one exception (Andrew Kunnizzi) have 
ever shown any signs of this disease. 


Later, when it was proved to the satisfaction of the 
proper authorities that the scheme was working out, it is 


hoped that a proper schoolhouse might be erected. 
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The expenses of the school would be met by grants from 
the N.W.T. Branch, the Indian Department, and the Hudson's Bay 
Co. In addition a charge is proposed of $50.00 per child per 
school year to be paid by all parents. 


We feel that the Indian Department, being willing to 
pay substantial sums for the education of children at the resi- 
@ential schools would be willing to make a grant for any Treaty 
children who might be attending day school here. By the same 
mail I am writing to ask the N.W.T. Branch what they would be 
willing to do on behalf of the non-Treaty children. 


The H.B.Co. Manager has two children and expects to be 
here for some years. The officials of the Company have told 
me that it is one of their greatest problems to place their 
men where they can get schooling for their children. I am sure 
we shall never lack children for the school from this source. 
As they pay very generous educational grants to their Managers 
to enable them to send their children out to school, I feel 
sure they would help generously if we had a school here. Mr. 
Carson is writing to get definite information on this point by 
this same mail. 


Re the charge of $50.00 per child. This is a prosperous 
community. None of these families would find any difficulty in 
paying this sum. I feel they ought to be expected to pay their 
share. They have all expressed their willingness to do s0. 


Sinee we cannot run this scheme without help from these 
various sources, I am endeavouring to collect here all the 
information I can. When we get definite word as to what we can 
expect in the way of support, we shall be able to see whether 
there is a chance to get it going, and I then propose to lay 
all the facts and figures in definite form before Bishop Fleming 
and see if we can make a beginning. I ought to have mentioned 
before that all families with children at McPherson, Indian, 
halfbreed and white, belong to the Church of England, so there 
should be no religious complications. 


I would appreciate your letting me know what assistance 
we could count on from your Department, and would be glad of 
your frank criticisms and advice. As early a reply as is con- 
venient would be a help, as the time is short if we are to 
make a start next fall.

I have for acknowledgment your 
letter of February 19th and have noted with interest 
the information contained therein. 


In this connection, I am sending 
forward herewith for your information copy of a letter 
addressed by me to Doctor Alderwood. A certain amount of 
thought has been given to the establishment of a school at 
Fort McPherson. We have already had a preliminary discus- 
sion with the N.W.T. Council. Before definite action is 
taken, however, we should have certain definite information 
with respect to the availability of building supplies, the 
willingness of Indians to cooperate in the construction of 
the school and other such matters. In the meantime, I can 
see no valid reason why instruction should not be given in 
the temporary building which appears to be available. If 
a teacher is nominated by the Bishop <- the teacher for such 
a school should be fully qualified - the Department here will 
assume the responsibility for the payment of his salary. I 
am not, however, sure that we would be justified in charging 
a fee in the case of Indians, regardless of whatever arrange- 
ment you may or may not make with the half-breed population.

I am enclosing a list of children whom we shall be teaching 
at Ft. McPherson this winter, and will be glad if you will arrange with 
the correspondence lessons Dept. in sdmonton to have lessons and all 
necessary books and materials sent us for these children. I am not 
sure whether this request should go in to you or to the Dept. of Indian 
Affairs, as many of the children are in Treaty, but would appreciate 
your making whatever srrangements are necessary. 


In view of the high postage and air express rates in this 
country, I would suggest that the lessons and books be forwarded by 
R.C.A.F. plane from “dmonton, to reach us before the freeze-up. 


I would like to make it plain that we wish to have the corres~- 
pondence lessons and materials for our own guidance and for the use of the 
children, but we cannot undertake to send so many lessons in to tdmonton 
for correction. Mrs. Dewdney is a quelified teacher and will give what 
help she can, though I expect to take the bulk of the work myself. 


Our plan is to take the children for three hours every day 
from October until Haster. We expect to be able to cover half a grade 
in that time. This is all the time we can give to this work, and more 
than we can really afford, but the need is so great, and there sre so 
meny people asking for day school instruction, that we feel we cannot 
refuse them. Next year, @s you know, we expect to have a day school 
and full-time teacher, but it has not been found possible to get a full- 
time teacher this year. I am sure this school will fill a very real 
need. If we have as many as 24 children, as we expect, with the limited 
time we sre able to give them, I think there will be no difficulty getting 
twice as many children when we have adequate facilities and staff. 


At the bottom of the list of children, I have put a number 
of items of equipment which we shall need, which I hope can be supplied. 
I realize we are pretty late in getting this’ request in, but it was un- 
avoidable. de were not able to get until this last week the full list 
of those who would be able to send their children to school this winter. 
Any lessons and equipment which remain over, will of course be kept over 
for next yeare 


2ee-(over) 
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I am asking for a school register, and would like any 
forms customarily used in reporting on attendance and progress of 
the children. Je want to keep you informed. I might say that with 
Dr. Hayward's assistance, we are planning to keep a close checkup on 
the health of the children.

Adverting to previous correspondence respecting 
the day school at Fort licPherson, N.W.T., I enclose copy of a 
letter dated August 21 from Reverend A. S. Dewdney who, with 
his wife, operate this school. 


You will note we are asked to furnish complete 
correspondence school lessons for all children in this whool. 
In this connection I might advise that the N.W.T. Administration 
has undertaken to provide correspondence school lessons for 
pupils of the Territories who are unable to attend the day or 
residential schools or have progressed beyond the point where they 
can obtain further education locally. 


It looks as though tne pupils will be about 
half Indians and half children of mixed blood. The policy for 
our two branches should be about the same. juite frankly we 
have never contemplated that a teacher competent to handle a 
school would require correspondence school courses for each pupil 
and this would be a bit expensive. 


Before answering the correspondence of the 
Reverend Dewdhey, I would like to get your views on the subject. 
If you are willing to pay your share of the correspondence schoo 
course then we could adopt a similar policy. If the correspondence 
school courses are sent I suppose this would have an effect on the 
number of school books ordered for this school. I believe that 
you are ordering the school books and of course we would pay our 
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share of the cost of these if you would put in an order suf- 
ficient for the whole school,

Bishop Fleming of the Arctic called to see you yesterday, 
Friday, October 5, 1945, and in your absence I had a talk with him, in 
the presence of Mr. Phelan and Miss Walton. 


The Bishop wished to have a Day School built at 
Fort McPherson with sleeping accommodation for those pupils whose parents 
were away from the reserve, and for whom there was not accommodation in 
the School at Aklavik. 


Mr. Phelan explained to the Bishop the difficulties 
in the way of providing such accommodation at the present time, that 
is that departmental policy ia not to build additional residential schools, 
and that while the accommodation required would not be large, nevertheless 
it would be in the same clase ae residential school accommodation. 


We informed the Bishop that we would recommend for 
inclusion in the 1946-47 Estimates a sufficient sum to take care of 
building a 2-room Day School with accommodation for two teachers. 


The Bishop stressed whe fact that the foundation should 
not be a concrete one, that the soil should not be disturbed and that 
the foundation should be a surface one of logs.

Bishop Fleming of the Arctic called to see you yesterday, 
Friday, October 5, 1945, and in your absence I had a talk with him, in 
the presence of Mr. Phelan ani Miss Walton. 


The Bishop wished to have a Day School built at 
Fort McPherson with sleeping accommodation for those pupils whose parents 
were away from the reserve, and for whom there was not accommodation in 
the School at Aklavik.

Thank you very much for your letter of 6th instant re 
Indian Day School at Fort McPherson, Northwest Territories. I note 
with pleasure that you have included in the estimates for next year 
the sum of $15,000. for its construction and that the plans will be 
prepared by the Architect of the Branch in due course. 


In order to give you helpful information I have written 
to Fort McPherson asking for such information as they can furnish 
in connection with construction there. I want to know for example, 
how the concrete posts under the new Hudson's Bay Company's house 
have stood the test of the cold bt pnaad what their ideas are re~- 


garding a basement; whether the Indian leaders are prepared to 
promise help in connection with native labour in order that the 
building may be constructed with as little delay as possible. I 
have asked also that they decide themselves how much per hour they 
honestly think they should be paid for this kind of work. This in- 
formetion cannot come to us until after Christmas since the people 
will not be in the settlement until then but I think that most of 
the leading men will be there at that time and if we can get them 

to errive at a definite decision it will things easier in the summer. 


ov toree Our idea of construction would be a frame building with 
two,layers of boarding outside with building paper between them then 
three inch rock wood bats between the studding and then the inside 
having insulating board. The ceiling should have vapour barrier con- 
struction strapping. In our judgement it is very important that 
attention should be given to the floors as well as the ceilings. On 
top of the floor joist we would suggest for your Architect to put 
Shiplap (diagonally) then ter paper, then two layers of insulating 
board, a layer of plywood on top of that and finally linoleum on top 
of everything. 


If there are any other points that the Architect would care 
to have our ideas about we would be glad to express them but we have

I have received a reply to my letter sent to our 
Missionary at Fort McPherson re certain practical points connected 
with the erection of the building. 


First, he informs me that the basement in the new 
Hudson's Bay Company's house has proved most unsatisfactory and 
each summer it has been badly flooded. He, therefore, does not 
recommend a basement, 


Secondly, re foundation. He informs me that the 
concrete posts 10" square and ore than 5fi/in the ground have 
proved most satisfactory. He further adds that should any shift- 
ing occur it is easy with these concrete posts to adjust the building. 


Another point which he makes is that he thinks a 
mistake has been made when the Hudson's Bay Company had their 
buildings put high above the ground and cannot be banked. This 
is a small matter and can be attended to when the new building is 
being erected. He suggested following the Hudson's Hay Company's 
practice in using "Cupronol" as a protector on the large timbers 
used in the base of the building. 


In reply to my query about the possibility of securing 
helpers in the erection of the building he suggests two plans. First, 
to try and get a fairly large number of Indians to help at .50 - .75¢ 
an hour with the carpenter overseeing them. In this connection he 
feels that many of the men are quite good at rough lag work but few 
of them would be able to do the finer work. 


The second plan is to only employ a few picked men, who 
are known to be good workers, and pay them at the rate of $1. an hour. 


This information has just come to hand and I am forwarding it to you 
at once,

St. Matthew's Day Sehool, Ft. McPherson, N..T. 

During the past six years, no orgenised dey school has been 
cerried on at Ft. MePherson. There have never been more then two or at 
most, three children resident at the Fort during the period when we had 
free time to give to teaching. These two or three children, however, we 
have taken each year for an hour or so e day. Florence McDonald, now in 
Grade 3, has received all her teaching from us. In 1944-45 there were 
five children of school age at the Fort, three halfbreed, one white, and 
one Indian. These children were put on Edmonton correspondence courses, 
and in spite of a long break due to the mumps epidemic, were taken through 
approximately half the year's work. 


This year it wes decided to attempt to mn a part-time Day 
Fey on a larger scale. This was undertaken for severel reasons. Among 

hem: 

1. There has been an increasing desire on the part of the 
Indians to have their children educated, and less willingness to send them 
to a residential school. 

2, It was felt that the Mothers' Allowance would enable many 
of the men to leave their children at the Fort while they attended to their 
hunting and trevping. 

3. A number of young halfbreed families were reaching school 
age. These families on the whole have a distinct prejudice against sending 
their children to residential school. 

4. The prospect of a school being built at MePherson next 
summer made us anxious to do some preliminary work, which would show the 


nee for a day school, and also enable us to get some grasp beforehand of 
t onditions under which it would work. 


During the summer the Indians were told that Day School would 
be carried on this winter, and that we were willing to take any children 
whose parents would undertake to keep them at school from Oct. 15th at 
least until the opening of the rat season (March lst). They were assured 
that the health of the children would be checked to minimise the danger 
of any infections spreading. Twenty-three children were definitely prom- 
ised, and on that basis, we wrote for the necessary supplies. When we 
opened school on October 12th, however, only 16 of these children ttended. 
Roy Wright had to move his family to Aklavik as his wife required medical 
treatment. It was decided at the last minute to send several other children 
to the Residential School at Aklavik, and one family wos not willing to 
come in till ofter freezeup. ; 


Supplies having been ordered somewhat too lete t» catch the 
plane, and an expected "igloo" not turning up, new arrangements had to be 
made in a hurry. A large room in the Mission was used for school. AS this 
hed to be used for services on Sunday, desks were constructed, two desks of 
12 and 16 feet in length, resting on trestles, so that they could be 
moved outside. Two senior pupils were given small tables at the beck of the 
room. A roll of blackboard cloth, many years old, was discovered and 
fustened to one wall over a piece of hardboard. An easel was built to 
hold reading charts. A supply of readers and text books was on hand from 
other years, some other books requisitioned from our son's library, and 
some borrowed from Aklavik. The children were re uired to provide their 
own note books and pencils. Buta great deal of materiel had to be made 
or typed by hand, particularly sheets for prectice reading to take the 
place of the workbooks, cards for arithmetic drills, phonics practice 
other things. The preparation of this has taken from one to two hourt 
extra work each day. 
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At the opening of school there were 16 children, nine of these 
being Treaty Indian, five from local halfbreed families, and two white 
children from the Hudson's Bay Co. Of these children only four had ever 
attended residential school, five hac received all their previous teaching 
from us, and seven had never attended any school before. All spoke English. 


The main part yself. 
had normal training, put have had 
years, and the advantage of the advice an 
a teacher's certificate. She took over the whole schoo 
daily for writing, and three of the senior pupils for half an hour on 
spelling. This was in addition to her ordinary housework »nd the constant 
supervision necessary over our son, doing his Grade ll by correspondence.

School was held daily from 9.30 to 12.50 with 15 minutes 
recess. Of this time, ten minutes was usually given to singing, and ten 
minutes to Bible reading end short religious instruction. The whole of 
the rest of the time was spent on the three R's, excpet for the three 
senior pupils who took spelling, and some languege and expression work in 
connection with their reading. Most children were given assignments to 
é@o at home each cay. 


The pupils were found to be at very different stages. For 
instance, one boy who had never been at school and could not read 4 word, 
jas able to start at once to do the equivalent of Grade 3 rithmetic. He 
ned been taught in the camps by Jessie Bonneplume, 4& graduate of the 
Jareross school. Some of those in Grace 1 hed already done half the yeere 
Three children of 9, 14, and 16, were very retarded mentally, and it is 

wbtful if they can ever be taught to re'< fluently. The {impossibility 
.f classifying the children in d-finite groups made the task of arrenging 
the work much more aifficult. 


Ye soon saw that wood for the schoolroom stove was going to 
be a problem. ur own woodpile was short, snd there seemed no prospect 
f *@. The matives will not cut or haul wood, even at prices that would 
pbulous five years %&0 Gonsecuently, I felt justified in 
asking provide half « cord of wood for each child at school. 
og exception was ™ , the case of one or two widows and old people. In 
tet eases thi h » and most of it was brought or will be 
soreht eventually. that of Williem Firth, one of the

{nerds to bring the wood Except for thba one case, all families 
ve been very cooperative. 


Our main aifficulty srose over the cuestion of health. Lice 
verve discovered on the head of one of the white children. Mrs- Dewdney, 
es Yield Matron, gave the children a talking to on the matter, we saw that 
two or three dirty children were cleened up, and by publicly uestioning 
eeoh child, made sure that each had @ weekly bath and change of underwear. 


It was necessary to assist one poor family to get the elothing and the 
bedding necessary. 


of tt : Soon after school started, we began to take the temperatures 
pel Natalee each day. It had been discovered by Dr. Hayward shat 
-itiie -'s school children at Aklavik who seemed in fair health, were 
@.3. ana daily temperature, and in many cases were in the first stages of

Indian 
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There was a widespread impression here, whieh we shared, that McPherson was 
healthier then Aklavik. Dr. Hayward, who was sceptical of this, encoursged 
us to test the matter. Temperatures of sll children were taken daily for 
three or four weeks, to avoid any chance that a rise might be caused by 
colds or mumps (which is still going around). We found that of the 16 
children, 9 were running a constant a ily temperature between 99 end 100. 
The whole record was forwardeo to Dr. Hayward for his consideration and 
advice. He immediately ordered the exclusion of three of the children, 

and of five others if they showed signs of a cough. One of these latter 
was accordingly emcluded, but the other four llowed to continue «t school. 
Three of these were children of William Firth. I felt that he should be 
told of his children's condition, and did so as tactfully as possible 
(without telling him what the doctor's orders were). He was extremely 
unpleasant and uncooperative in the matter and accused me of making up the 
whole thing. Fortunately, the doctor was able to visit us a few ddys 
later, and we had all the school children exemined by him in their parents’ 
presence. A number of the children were ordered to come to \klavik for 
Xray. Wm. Firth was again somewhat insolent, end the doctor had to tell 
him plainly that unless the children were Zrayed wit in » reasonable time, 
they would not be able to attend school with the others. After the doctor's 
departure, these children attended school for about e week, and then were 
suddenly withdrawn without a word of explanation. It was said that he had 
stated publicly that there was nothing the matter with his children and that 
he was not sending them down for an Xray. 


Meanwhile, the Carsons, the white family at the H.B.Co. had 
been much alarmed at the result of the doctor's investigations, and when it 
was found that their own children on one or two occasions were running 
slight temperatures, where they had been consistently normal before, they 
felt they were running too great a risk in letting their children attend 
school with the natives, and they withdrew them, ond are teaching them at 
home. 


I had offered to take those children whor the doctor had 
excluded, privately for teaching, an@ one boy took advantage of this, but 
the parents of the other three were somewhet upset over the matter, and 
withdrew the children entirely. 


Our school therefore, was now reduced to seven children, and 
with these we continued for the two or three weeks that remained. 


I propwe in the New Year, to offer to take on enough beginners 
to refill the school, provided they can attend till Easter. I hope to 
heve them exsmined before the term starts, so as to eliminete any who 
sight be suspect beforehand. This will prevent a repetition of our 
unhappy experience this winter. A further report will be made at Raster 
time. 


Among other conclusions, I would draw this one - that when 
full time Dey School is begun here, arrangements should be made for every 
e-ild@ to be examined and if possible, Xreyed before the term starts, both 
; the early discovery and prevention of disease, am for the protection

In view of the large amount of work that the Surveys 
and Engineering branch is endeavouring to handle for this branch 
during the swower of 1946, it bas not been possivie for them to 
prepare plane end specifications for the proposed school at Fort 
MeVherson. 


Bishop Fleming is thoroughly conversant with 
conditions at yort Mevherson end he is prepared to proceed with 
the erection of the building. He has forwarded to us biue- 
printe of the proposed two-room school, prepared by his Architects, 
Meoosrs.

Dear Sir: 


Referring to your letter of 24th October, the following 
is an extract from a letter from our Missionary, the Rev. 
A.S. Dewdney, under date 16th August which gives a compre~ 
hensive report of the building of the new School:- 


"You will be expecting news on the progress of the school, 
etc. Mr. Hayward arrived on the boat along with most of 

the materials. He started to work at once and has got 

ahead very quickly. We had no jdea the building would 

go up so quickly. There was some difficulty in getting 
workers. Mr. Hayward preferred to have only two men and 

we realized that if they were going to stay at the Fort 
with their families all summer we would have to pay them 
well, so we offered a straight wage of a dollar an hour. 

I went after some of the better workers. Unfortunately 

some of them had otherwork to do; several others promised 

to work but failed to appear. We finally got Abraham 
Francis and Brian Francis, Neither speaks English very 

well and neither is very experienced with a jumber building. 
Mr. Hayward has grumbled a good deal about them, but really 
I think they have done very well and they have stuck to the 
job without missing a day, turning up every morning at 8.350. 
And, as I say, the work has gone ahead very fast. After 
five weeks the building is almost finished, except for paint- 
ing and some of the interior finishing. At present we have 
Fred Firth and William Edward working as well. I worked for 
part of two afternoons, but I had quite a bit of other work 
to do and my help did not seem necessary. As a matter of 
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Bernard F. Neary, Esq. Nov. 13/46. 
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fact Mr. Hayward was hard put to it to keep his two men 
occupied in the last week or two before the second boat 
brought the remainder of the supplies. All being well, 
we hope to open school on September 2nd. If the desks 
have not arrived we will improvise something for the 
time being. 


The blueprints have been adhered to except for minor de- 
tails. A trap door was made in the ceiling of the hall 

to permit access to the chimneys below the roof, and 

another in the floor to permit access to the foundations, 
The cupboard in one of the cloakrooms was changed into a 
closet for the indoor toilet and another smaller cupboard 
built in one of the cloakrooms to take the cleaning equip- 
ment. One other temporary change has been made. The parti- 
tion between the two classrooms has been left out. This 

can be put in later if necessary. But the main criticism 

I would make of the plans is in the small size of the class- 
rooms. Each classroom will accommodate only about fifteen 
children. It seems foolish to have tw teachers for only 
thirty children. Miss Herschel is anxious to have a space 
at the back of the room which can be used for games and 

more informal types of work so it seemed sensible to leave 
out the partition. As a matter of fact there was not enough 
wallboard to build it in any case. 


While filling in time till the second boat came Mr. Hayward 
had two small toilets (outdoor) made and a small storehouse 
for keeping storm windows, extra equipment, etc. Both toilets 
and storehouse are to my mind too small. We had some spare 
materials but Mr. Hayward is extremely economical and did not 
want to build them even as large as they are. 


The school has been built on the northwest corner of the N.T. 
lot about thirty or forty feet from each boundary. The front 
door faces the village to the north; the classroom windows 
face the south to allow maximum light in the winter. Miss 
Herschel suggests that awnings be procured for the classroom 
windows instead of blinds. The arrangement of the windows 
for ventilation makes it difficult to use blinds, but there 
should be some means of protection from the direct sun in 
spring and summer. I think that outside awnings are a very 
good idea. Also, be procured and sent 
in at the first opportunity as the water from the roof will 
quickly undermine the foundations. I am trying to get ditches 
dug this fall to drain the land as much as possible. The 
teacher's room has windows giving an uninterrupted view of 
the river. There is plenty of room left on the property for 
other buildings and for a playground when we can get the 
ground levelled and drained," 
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We enclose a snapshot of a group in frontof the new 
building. This is the only picture of the School we have at 
present but we are asking Mr. Dewdney to supply us with a 
set of photos of the several elevations. It will of course 
take time to get these.

I visited Fort McPherson Indian Day School] on June 23rd and found it 
to be in charge of a Miss Catherine M, Herschel who holds a first-class permanent 
teacher's certificate and has 18 years of teaching experiences She teaches 
Grades 1, 2 and 4, and there are 25 pupils enrolled, all of whom were present at 
the time of the visit. They were classified as follows:-

I tested the children to obtain some idea of the progress they had been 
making. The reading was average, the writing feir, but the children appeared to 
be very interested in their school work. I had @ meeting with all of the Indians 
at the settlement. They spoke very highly and with appreciation of the work which 
Miss Herschel has been doing. Personally, 1 gathered the impression that Miss 
Herschel's interosts were not fully with her work. However, this may be an unfair 
judgment. She is soon to be married, and she has requested to continue her teaching 
post until the end of March, 1948, when her husband will be returning from his 
trapping line in the Yukon. 


The school receives radio broadcasts from Edmonton and Watrous. There is 
no film projector available. The children receive a medical examination at the 
beginning of each school year and some have been X-rayed for T.B. One of the local 
residents has donated to the school a small organ, and it is « great asset. While 
at the school I listened to some very fine singing by the children. The High Roads 
to Reading series of readers is used in this school. I am of the opinion that more 
satisfactory results would be obtained with basic readers, and would suggest that 
the school be furnished with same. 


I noticed thet there were no fire extinguishers in this school, and would 
suggest that the same be furnished as soon es possible, since there is considerable 
denger of fire due to the fact that gasoline lamps are used. The children have been 
placing the fuel o1] in the burner, with the result that the floor about the stove 
is being ruined. This chore should be attended to by an adult. I noticed that there 
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were four window ventilators which are useless because there are no hinges attached 
thereto, so I would suggest that hinges be procured and installed on same. 


There 
are a considerable number of cracks in the floor as the result of shiftings in the 
foundation caused by frost pressure. 


This item should also receive attention.

Re your telegram of 8th instant concerning application of 
Joan ddams, Protestant school teacher, This matter was 
taken up with Canon L.G. Chappell, local Anglican minister. 
Excepting Old Crow, it was thought that Teslin warranted a 
day school more than any other place in the Yukon. 


At this point there is a Roman Catholic and a Church of 

England seasonal school, both school rooms being in fairly 

good condition. There is an unoccupied Anglican teacherage 

in good condition. At this date there are very few Indian 
school-age children in the village - possibly four or five. 

Most of the children are out on trap-lines with their parents. 
It is thought that possibly a dozen children would remain behind 
with relatives if a day school were to be conducted, 


There are, however, some 13 or 14 white and half-breed children 

without any school facilities whatever, I am informed that a 

petition was forwarded to the Territorial Government requesting 

a school at Teslin. In view of the situation at Teslin, I sent 

the following telegram to Archbishop W.R. Adams, Vernon, B.0.:

Miss Adams is 31 years of age and has five years’ teaching 
experience in the b. CG. Provincial Schools. She is a graduate 
of the University of British Columbia and holds a permanent high 
echool teacher's certificate. She is particularly anxious to 
go into the north country and therefore we wrote to Archbishop 
Adams and requested that he interview her. Unfortunately, she 
is now teaching at a B. C, provincial school and will not be 
available until next sumer. ‘Therefore, we are faced with two 
alternatives with regard to this school - 


(a) to have it closed from April 1 until June 30, 1948, 
and to then employ the services of Miss Adams or 
some other teacher as from 1 September, 1948, 
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(b) that we now try to obtain the services of a 
teacher from April 1 to June 30, 1948. 


I would appreciate your comments on the situation 
at this school and would suggest thet you write Archbishop 
Adame if you wish any further references with regard to 
Miss Adams.

It appears that the message from Archdeacon 
Marsh has reference to the Indian day school at fort McPherson, 
N.W.T., and was prompted by our letter dated May 17th last ad- 
dressed to Mr. He I. Alcorn, Honorary Secretary, Diocese of the 
Arctic, copy of which is attached. The object of this letter 
was to ascertain whether additional land could be obtained as 
@ playground and school gardens for the school in question. 


There seem to be two matters requiring atten- 
tion. The first is the site of the school. We understand that, 
when the Indian Affairs Branch paid the cost of the erection 
of the school, the Branch did not insist upon getting title for 
the site because it was understood you were to obtain title 
from the Hudson's Bay Company, the owner of Lot 2. The matter 
of the title has not been stressed because you had made the 
arrangement and the Indian Affairs Branch was awaiting your 
return to health so that this item could be settled in accord- 
ance with the understanding the Branch had with you. I believe 
that they will now correspond with you about the title.

I should be Pleased if 
your Lordship advises me if you are conversant with con- 
ditions at this place and at the sane time let me know,if 
possible, whether or not the MacDonald children are Indians,

I am in receipt of your letter of the 2nd inst,No. 

135-2-3, dealing with the attendance at the Day School, Forh 
Macpherson. 

I regret that the numbers are so small for some of the 
quarters. You have not mentioned the June Quarter which I under- 
stand show a much better average attendance and which I hope has 
now reached you. While it is true that the numbers actually attend 
ing the day school is oftentimed very small,it must be remembered 
thatthe school is kept open every day for all in the vicinity and 
that help is given to the children who are living at a distunce 
by providing them with school material which is made use of by 
othere members of the family who have passed through the school 
either at Macpherson or at the Hay River Boarding Sch@ol. As a 
result of the above there is more English spoken at Macpherson than 
at any other point along the Mackenzie River. 

In replypto your enquiry I have to state that the Macdon- 
ald children are not Indians.

In reviewing the December return, it is noted 


that two of the children are only three years of age; 
three are four years old; three are five years of age 
and three are six years old. In other words, eleven 
out of the twenty-six pupils whose names are shown on 
the return are under school age.

All the children of the Fort McPherson School 
C.of England Missionary there have always been recognized as 
children belonging to Treaty Indians. 

You state that the last return received from this school 
was for the period ending June 30th, 1930, but I have been sending these 
returns through our Secretary each year since I became Indian Agent for 
the Fort Simpson and Good Hope Agencies and purhaps you have obtained 
them under the name Fort McPherson School. forthe two years that I have 
administered the two Agencies these returns have been sent in under the 
Reverand Johnston's name but as he was replaced last year they are now 
beingsent in by the Reverend T. Greenwood. 

I doubt whether any of the children in this school are as 
young as three years of age and I believe that if their ages were learned 
they would all be of nearer the requisite school age. However Dr Urquhar 
of Aklavik examines these children and would have a better idea of their 


ages and on my Annuity paying trip 1 will inquire into this matter fully

With reference to your letter of March 25th 
regarding the Fort MoPherson School, I beg to say that no 
payment has been made pending receipt of a report which 
you intimated you would forward following the treaty paying 
trip. 


The last payment made to the Fort McPherson 
School was in 1930, and no returns are on our file from 
that time until June, 1934. The Department vresumes 
that the school was closed, and, consequently, no money 
was provided in our Appropriation for the salary of a 
teacher at this point. 


I am now in receipt of a return for the quarter 
ended June 30th, 1935. This contains the names of 39 
children, but only three of them attended for more than 11 
days. i think you will agree that there is not a great 
deal of value in a school where 36 out of 39 children 
attend for only 11 days or less during the quarter. Please 
let me know if the children on the return are all recognized 
as treaty Indian children. You might also state what 
amount a month you consider fair to allow the teacher. 
When your report in this regard is received, the matter of 
payment will receive further consideration,

If the material to which Miss Herschell re- 
fers was left over following the construction of the 
school last year, it is presumed that this vepartment 
paid for it and consequently, keverend Mr. vewdney 
would have no right to remove it.

Dear Mr. Neary: Fort McPherson Day School 


Referring to your letter of 6th instant. There was a 
small amount of lumber left over but I had not understood it to be 
of anything like the value put upon it by Miss Herschel. How she 
arrives at such a sum one can only guess. Unfortunately there is a 
marked lack of good feeling between her and our missionary and while, 
of course, we would not attribute her report to malice, but rather 
to her feeling of duty as a Government employee, she would not tend 
to understate the case, 


The Bishop and I discussed, during the building operations, 
of asking for an amount to compensate the Diocese for the services 
rendered in the way of oversight and financing from the planning stage 
to completion of the building and its furnishing. This to inelude 
local supervision by our Missionary. On consideration, however, it 
was decided not to do so but when, later on, it developed there was 
@ small amount of lumber left over we wrote November 20th to Mr, 
Dewdney as follows, "I think we need not press the matter of your 
work and supervision on the Government. What would you think of 
taking over the surplus lumber as an offset to that and to the services 
of the Diocese in financing" He does not seem to have answered this 
query but to have taken it as authority to use the lumber. Later on 
we learned that there were two kegs of nails left over and, as we 
were in need of all the nails we could get for the new day school we 
are building this summer at Tuktoyaktuk, we instructed our Missiona 
to ship them to that point. We have no information regarding possible 
surplus of roofing, building paper and paint. 


We are sending a copy of this letter to the Rev. A.S. 
Dewdiney so that he can inform us, as far as he can judge, what would 


be the value of the surplus material. When I have received this 
information I shall be glad to account to you for the amount involved,

Dear Mr. Foster: Re: Fort McPherson Day School 


Your letter of May 7th arrived last night, and I hasten to 
answer. 


If you will look over our correspondence further you will 
see that I did answer the point raised re lumber left over from the 
school. I quote from my reply dated December llth, "I would suggest 
that it would be very handy if we should take over the balance of 
lumber and other supplies in lieu of any claim for the work and worry 
of the office or myself. Lumber can always be used. Incidentally 
I wrote the Bishop that I had already used some of the lumber to make 
us benches for the Indian Room. All our chairs had to be lent to the 
school when the desks did not arrive. But there is still a useful 
amount left". 


In reply to this you wrote in your letter of January 6th, "It 
had also occurred to me that we should take over the surplus of the 
lumber and other supplies as an offset to any claim that we might have 
for your work and supervision and certainly no amount of material so 
left over could compensate this office for the annoyance and trouble 
handling the matter so I think we will just let the matter rest unless, 
of course, the Government should ask us about it. Incidentally I am 
satisfied that the building cost the Government very much less than 
if they had undertaken the work themselves but, of course, we need not 
look to any thanks for that". 


I took it from this reply that we would take over the lumber 
and other surplus supplies, and let the matter rest there as far as 
compensation to ourselves was concerned. 


I told Miss Herschel, probably some time in March that we 
were taking over the lumber left from the school building, using the 
term "lumber " in a general sense and without any intention of 
distinguishing it from paint, tar paper, etc. I mentioned it to her 
again later on, and neither time did she question my right to dO S06 
She had auwple time to wire or write out about the matter, or to consult 
Dr. Harvey on his visit here before I took the lumber etc., OVeTe 
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Mr. @pster 6th June, 1947. 


Only one incident occurred as we were ready to leave the 
school. She came out and saw the paint loaded on the tractor, and 
asked me if I was taking that, as she was supposed to get the outside 
of the school painted this summer. I replied that I had been told by 
the office that we were taking over all materials left over from the 
building of the school, There was only “inside” paint left. I added 
that she might remember that we had lent the school a large amount 
of Mission paint in order that the work might not be delayed, and it 
had not yet been returned, She replied, "Yes, I know that". This is 
the sum total of any conversation I have had with her on this matter, 
and I had no idea that any such question had been raised until your 
letter yesterday. 


I have mentioned already that the paint was ours without 
any question by reason of our loan to the school. In addition, we 
supplied two sheets of tentest or donnacona board from our supply 
here, when the school supply ran out. This has not been replaced. 
In addition to the hours I spent checking freight, sorting it, hiring 
the men, and all the rest of it, the school is under an obligation to 
us for being able to run at all this winter. No desks had arrived, 
as the boat bringing them was frozen in at Aklavik (they finally 
arrived to-day). We supplied the school with a large collapsible 
table belonging to the W.A., with three smaller tables from the Mission 
house, and twenty-five chafls, most of them almost new. Many of these 
are now in bad shape, with rungs broken, and the table is very wobbly. 
(This was a specially made table with heavy removable plywood top, 
about 5* x 10*, used by the women to sew and cut out, and by us to 
sort the mail - we have been badly handicapped by the lack of it all 
winter). In addition, we turned over to them what school materials we 
had around. I wrote last fall what a ludicrously small supply of 
materials was sent in. We borrowed Readers from the school at Aklavik. 
In addition, we turned over to Miss Herschel thirty or forty books of 
our own, or rather Michael's, most of them children's classics in good 


condition. 


My own personal reaction is one of some resentment. The 
Government departments are forgetting the immense debt they owe the 
Missions for all the educational work carried on by our Missionaries 
here and elsewhere for many years past with no remuneration whatever. 

I have been handling the radtions for the I.D. for ten years, and other 
men before me. Mrs. Dewdney handles all the vital statistics here, and 
carried on the medical work for seven years without remuneration, as 
well as the first year's work of organizing the Family Allowance. We 
often have to handle matters that are really the concern of the Police, 
because there is no Policeman stationed here, and no one else willing 
to accept responsibility. I do not see why we should continue to do 80. 


One further note about the disposal of this lumber and other 
supplies. How Miss Herschel made her guesstimate of their value, I do 
not know, but I think it is exaggerated. I have used, in finishing 
the interior of the Church approximately the following:=-

" I have written separately and fully on the matter of 
the building supplies left over from the school, so 
I will not refer to it further. I would suggest 
however, that if they disallow our claim to these, 
that a bill should be put in for the work done at the 
office and by myself here. I put in many hours of 
work while construction was going on and afterwards 
to get the grounds in order, and the schoolroom 
equipped, in lighting fires for some weeks at 7 A.M. 
each morning, putting in broken window panes, 
fixing doors, fixing oil heaters when they got out 
of order and many other jobs. I did this cheerfully 
and willingly to help out, with no thought of payment. 
At local prices of labour, this would amount to a 
considerable sun",

With further reference to your letter of 6th May, I 
now enclose copy of the Rev. A.S. Dewdney's letter of 6th instant 
and an extract from that of 8th idem. These speak for themselves. 
As all the invoices for materials are in the hands of your depart- 
ment I am unable to make an estimate of the value of the surplus 
material nor on the other hand can I place an estimate on the value 
of mission owned materials let alone labour, used in and on the 
school. 


I would draw your attention to the fact that Mr. Dewdney 
is holding the bulk of this material awaiting further instructions. 
We had previously asked him to send the surplus nails to Tuktoyaktuk 
where we are building a Day School the cost of which is to be 
defrayed by the Government (Department of Mines and Resources) while 
in a different department from yours I think it desirable that there 
should be no chance of shortage of nails at Tuktoyaktuk. I am 
therefore confirming my advices to Mr. Dewdney as the nails must go 
by the first boat. If you wish me to cancel such instructions please 
instruct me promptly. 


I await your instructions regarding the disposition of the 
remainder of the materials having due regard to all circumstances.

I thought you would like to know that the R,C.A, Victor 
record playing instrument has arrived in good condition.

Fort McPherson Indian Day School 

This will acknowledge your letter 
January 24th, 1949, regarding the living quarters of 
the Fort McPherson Indian Vay School. Recently I 
visited Fort McPherson taking with me the plans of 
the Fort Brabant Day School. A comparison was made 
and little difference could be found between these 
two buildings other than Fort Brabant School having 
a cuptoard in one corner of the tescher's room, 


In my opinion the livinr quarters 
for a Welfare teacher at Tort McPherson are inadecvate. 
Tt must be realized the teacher now at Fort McPherson 
is doing welfare work and thie must be carried on within 
her one small room. As it is at the vresent time the 
furnishines in this room consist of a kitchen range, 

a bed, desk, studio lounge and chair. All this being 

confined within a space eleven feet by sixteen feet. 

It is very seldom that Miss ‘inds has less than three 
or four Indians visiting her for welfare reasons. 


At the present time there are 
absolutely no facilities for the teacher to bathe 
and make her toilet. In viewinr the plans of the 
present school I am of the opinion that rooms of a 
comfortable size could be added at a minimum cost. 
In this connection I left the plans that your forwarded 
to me with Miss Hinds and a Mr, Fred Firth of MePherson 
with the request that Mr. Firth, who is a carpenter, 
cubmit a list of materials necessary for such an addition.

McPherson a few 
days previously to our conversation and was aware of the type 
of building at Ft, McPherson, On viewing the sketch as submitted 
by Miss hinds, Mr. Johnston suggesteéthat I allow him to take 
the original blue prirt of the school and the sketch, stating 
that he would have a draughtsman make a regular blue print 
out of the sketch and also submit a estimate of the cost that

I may mention that the Department of

This past summer, the Department of National 
Health & Welfare, Indien Health Services, erected a Nursing 
station at the settlement of Fort MePherson and installed 
a 3 K.V., 110 Volt A.C. Lighting Plant. As there is a 
surplus of power at the Nursing station, I took the matter 
up with Dr, Proctor of Indian Health Services regarding 
supplying of Power to our Indian Day school. Dr. Proctor 
wes of the opinion that this could be arranged. 


In this regard, I have attached a requisition 
covering all the requirements for having Electric power 
installed in our school. You will note that I have asked 
that fluorescent lights be supplied for the classrooms. It 
may be pointed out that during the winter months at McPherson, 
artificial light is necessary for the entire school day, 
therefore I hope that the requisition as submitted will meet 
with your approval. 


With regard to the installation of these 
fixtures, we can no doubt make arrangements with Indian Health 
Servicee Branch, to obtain the services of an employee of 
theirs a Mr. M.i. Hall, who is an ececteay >

The new addition 
would provide two rooms as 4ving quarters for the teacher, 
and leave the reom in the existing building as a public 
office and a piece where the teacher could meet the public. 


My offer to have these sketches prepared wae due 
to the infrequent mail service in the Lower VecKenzie area 
and also the fact that, if anything were to be accomplished 
in thie achool enlargement, prompt action would have to be 
taken by the Department of Féucetion at Ottawa. 


Under the Committee for Northern development, the 
Department of Public Works has been deeigneted ss the 
construction agency for Fort McPherson, and will this year 
have e carpenter crew at that plece to construct a warden's 
cabin and auxiliary buildings for the Lands and Development 
Services branch of the Department of Mines and Resources. 
Thus, if it is decided tc Duilda this addition to the 
sehool, the carpenter crew when there could do ago. The 
materials, however, must leave Waterways early in May in 
order to go on the first barges which are due to arrive at 
Fort McPherson on or about July 5th. If any materiale do 
not arrive by the firat barges, there is practically no 
hope of carrying out construction this year. 


No Eatimate of cost has been made for this pro- 
posed enlargement as I aid not feel like taking the time to 
do so, if the scheme itself were not approved. However,

1s to be erected on the same plan as the ones at Ft. Norman and Ft. 
Good Hope. The matter of having the school divided to act as both 
Nursing Station and school has been taken up with the Lirector of 
Indian Health Services. The Director of Indian Health Services feels 
that the settlement of Arctic Red River 1s not large enough to 

warrant a permanent Nursing Station, therefore the sugzestion to have 
the schvol divided to serve both school and nursing station has been 
rejected. 

The Indian Day School that we now have at Fort McPLerson was built 

to accommodate a maximum of 30 pupils, however this past year we 
managed to have an attendance of 56 pupils. It was necessary to also 
refuse admittance to a few pupils who would have liked to at end. 
Miss Stewart, our ‘elfsre teacher, in a recent reoort, states that 
with a hostel in operation we would have at least 70 pupils attend- 
ing the McPherson Day School. Our statistics show that there were 

<2 births from June, 1948 to June 1949, in Lucheux Eand 7. With an 
increase such as this our present school facilities are jefinitely 
inadequate.

It is obvious that we will have to 
plan a twoeroom school at this point. 


When Mr. District Engineer Johnston

By now you will have received a copy of 
a letter sent to the Departwent of Public Works with regard 
to the arctic ted Hiver Indian Day School. 


Mr. Johnston and I discussed the educat‘ onal 
requirements of Fort McPherson and Arctic Red River at some 
length and the information which we have received from Mr. 
Hunter, Mr. McKinnon and yourself was very helpful. 


I would point out that when we discussed 
Mr. Hunter's sug,estion that we send a}l, the materials at 
Aretic Red liver to Fort MePher son Br" ‘out the 
di*ficulties which this would involve. The materials at 
Arctic Red River had to be carried up a hill and this was 
done at considerable expense. He decided that it would be 
decidedly better to leave such materials as are required for 
a one-room school at Arctic Red River and remove to Fort 
McPherson only surplus requirements. 


I am sending a copy of this letter to both 
Mr. McKinnon and Mr. Hunter. I would ask that Mr. McKinnon 
carefully check the number of extra pupils for whom school 
facilities would be required at Fort McPherson. It seems 
evident that we will have to plan on building a two-room 
school similar to those now at Fort Norm an and Fort Good Hope. 
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It was decided to make the following proposals: 


That the twelve foot addition presently planned 
be carried out at Fort McPherson as the materials 
for this are now on hand 


That surplus materials be shipped from Arctic 
Red River with the i:tention of erecting a two- 
room school at Fort McPherson in the summer of 1951 


That the present school be considered as a pos sible 
hostel for those children who will require boarding 
facilities for a part of the school year. Bishop 
Marsh is willing to try the operation of a hostel 
at Fort MePherson on an experimental basis.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter 
April 27th in reference to Fort McPherson, N.4.T., and 
several instructions I received from Col. b. Ff. Neary, 
Superintendent of Indian Education: 


(a) Regarding the construction of a l2-foot 
addition to the school as planned for 1950 - 51, when the 
letter of authority giving the financial encumbrance is 
received, this work will be included in our programme for 
the present season. 


(b) Regarding the transfer of surplus materials 
from Artic Red River, N.W.T., where a one-classroom school 
is to be built, this material will be shipped to Fort 
McPherson during the present season, There are only two 
sailings of the boats in this area: Freight leaves Waterways 
June 3rd and August Sth and the barges would arrive in the 
Lower MacKenzie river area at Arctic Red River and McPherson 
about a month later. That would mean that the freight from 
Arctic Red River would be transferred to Port McPherson about 
July 3rd or september Sth. In all probability our operations 
at Arctic Red River would be completed before September Sth, 
and every effort should be made for the transfer on or about 
July 3rd at Arctic Red River. Our plans here will be 
scheduled for the transfer on this date; that is, July 3rd 
approximately ex Arctic Red River. 


(ec) Regarding this item, "that an educational survey 
be made of this settlement to ascertain the number of class- 
rooms and sizes required", it is indicated that a two-room 
school will be required at Fort McPherson and there has also 
been a suggestion from time to time that dormitory space is 
needed at that point. This, however, is a matter which will 
be covered in the educational survey to be made, as this 
Department (Public Works) is only the construction agency and 
is only concerned in carrying out instructions after a line 
of policy has been formulated and approved. 


Fort McPherson is a settlement which is crowded, 
and on which the buildings now there do not wholly correspond 
to existing lots as per an original survey of some years ago. 
The settlement was visited by a Dominion Land Surveyor in 
1949 and I understand some extensive changes were made in the 
existing surveyed lots, and also a considerable area of 
edjacent ground was also surveyed into lots. No doubt, once 
this enlarged survey of the settlement is approved, there will 
be numerous requests for lots on the new surveyed ground. At 
least this situation can be anticipated, as it is known to 
result elsewhere after a new survey has been made. The point 
of the matter is this: 


(1) That whoever is looking into the educational 
needs of the settlement will need to act promptly so as to 


(OVER) 
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have land reserved before other parties are making checker- 
board reservations of lots which would spoil a school layout. 


(2) That the grounds selected be sufficiently large 
for all educational needs of the settlement, both present 
and future. The area now reserved for school purposes is 
small with not much space for playsrounds. The Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police have a lot adjacent to the school and 
it is possible those looking into the educational needs might 
consider an exchange of lots necessary so as to have all the 
school area within one compact block of land. 


When goods are moved from Arctic Red River, these 
should be hauled directly to the school property and such as 
could be stored outside so taken care of and the materials 
requiring protection placed within temporary buildings. It 
is impossible to do this unless it is known where the grounds 
are approved for school purposes and also the exact location 
of the school buildings on these grounds. Any temporary 
warehouses are generally improved and allowed to remain as a 
permanent installation for storage purposes in connection with 
the school activities. For the above reasons, it isa evident 
that considerable prompt attention will have to be given to 
this whole project so as to have instructions received here 
prior to July 3rd when the materials will have been transferred 
from Arctic Red River. Likewise, any materials which it is 
necessary to purchase should also be shipped from Waterways 
so as to reach Fort McPherson on the same barges by August ird. 
The second arrival of the barges about September Sth at Port 
McPherson is too near freese-up, and it might be impractical 
in some years to properly receive these goods and have them 
stored while the construction crew is at that place. 


All indications appear to point to some additional 
accommodations being required for pupils and teachers at 
Port McPherson, and the need appears to be quite urgent. The 
planning and delivery of materials can be done during 1950-51, 
with construction carried out in 1951 - 52. However, if there 
is any delay in receipt of instructions at this office, there 
might well be a delay in completion of the school at Fort 
McPherson.

In reply to your letter of July 2l.th concerning the 
rearrangement of the addition to the teacher's quarters at 
Fort McPherson, this matter was brought to my attention 
directly by Miss Stewart, the teacher at Fort McPherson, by 
radiogram on July 17th. 


The alteration as suggested by Miss Stewart places 
the kitshen in the room now shown as the bedroom, with a 
docrway in each wall, and leaves no wall space whatsoever for 
kitchen cabinets and cupboard space. This condition was 
overlooked by Miss Stewart in her original recommendation; 
otherwise I do not think she would have suggested any change. 


Instructions have been issued from this office for 
the construction crew to proceed with the plans a« originally 
drawn. If the Superintendent of Education, Department of 
citizenship and Immigration, still considers the alteration 
desirable, it is not too late for our carpenters to revise 
the construction, However, in my opinion the addition 
should be constructed in accordance with the plan as originally 
drawn, j 


No arrangements have been made for the electrical 
installation in the school,and it was not my intention to send 
an electrician in this year as there was no electrical plant 
in the district and no building requiring electrical services. 
If necessary, I can obtain prices for the electrical installa- 
tion and have this work done this year, but I point out that 
the time for northern shipments is rapidly drawing to a close 
and that this order must be placed immediately if materials 
are to be delivered this year.

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Extract from Mr. I.M. Marshall's 
on inspections made at ¥Yort McPherson, 
Flirt Good Hope and arctic Red River. 


I inspected the school in company with Mr. Cody the 
new school teacher. The school had just been finished, and 
the D.P.W. men had just left 2 days before my arrival. The 
school was not in good condition being dirty. Apart from this 
I have the following comments to make:- 


(a) There were many places where the painting and 
varnishing had been incompleted or improperly 
done. 


Much pain€ and putty had been smeared on the 
windows and window sashes. 


The glass door in the china cabine é been 
broken. This is an ornamental glass and cannot 
be duplicated at Fort Good Hope. 


Paint had been spilled on the varnishea base- 
boards and floors. 


Paint pots and brushes had been left scattered 
throughout the building. 


The diesel and generator had a marked vibration 
and that vibration was quite perceptible in the 
teacher's living quarters above. 


I counted 13 light bulbs either missing or broken. 
i 


These of course cannot be replaced in Fort Good 


Hope. 


The wall plug was on the wrong side of the kitchen, 
{t should be on the chimney side. 


The vibration in the power unit could be due to the crank 
shaft being ill fitting or having a slight bend. It may not be 
important as a power line is being strung from the R.C.C.S. 
Station, but there will be complaints if they have to use this 
plant. I question the advisability of placing the concrete floor 
of the furnace room in either this or any other school. The 
power plant should be in a separate pbuilding with no connecting 
concrete slab or walk. 


The under-structure of the school was examined very 
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carefully = this is another of the type where the insulation 
is helf in place by shiplap - and no nasonite or plywood used. 
With the shiplap it is difficult to make it tight particularly 
around the bridging. 


I would recommend that all pipes and plumbing be 
carefully covered with as much moss 4s can be tucked in. At 
this school the pipes were quite bare even though there was 
no waterfn. 


All doors and windows in this school were found firm 
and well fitting. ‘The Warden's cabin was inspected. This has 
a full basement which stood up well last winter. The Warden seemed 
quite staisfied with his house and with the full basement. There 
was only one dovr that did not fit properly. ‘The Warden's ice- 
house has been moved, but has not been levelled, and no fill put 
in. The roof needs completing, and the D.P.W. left an order for 
3 rolls of roofing with the Hudson BayCompany. The door of this 
ice-house is not really suitable. It is only made of 1 inch 
material and should be of the refrigerator type.

Fort McPherson. 


I inspected the school, This is a one-room 

school purchased some years ago from the Anglican Mission. 

The present school teacher, Miss Stewart, has been there a 

year, Thies school is a definite fire hazard, and having 

only one door, is dangerous. The door is in the centre of the 
building and opens directly into a hallway containing an oil 
heater immediately in front of and close to the door, Oil has 
been spilt on the floor, There is another heater directly behind 
this heater in the claseroom making really a double hazard, 

Ir a fire occur red from either of these 2 heaters, I do not 
see how between 30 and 4O children would ever get out. A doorway 
should be cut in the south éast corner of the classroom, I would 
recommend that this door be cut before school opens, and a porch 
with a second door aided, 


14, Arctic Red River 


Only one building was under construction at Arctic 

Red River, this is a one-room school, It is started directly 
on permafrost, and when I was there only the footings had been 
poured, The site is na hill with about a 7% grade, The 
foreman in charge of the P.W.D,, Mr. Dean Hawkins, told me it took 
him 3 weeks to thaw and drain this for the footings. The deepest 
ppint was about 7 feet below the original grade, It will be 
interesting to note the effect of pemanfrost on this building. 
The soil here had in spots a full 2 feet of moss and peaty 
material directly above the permafrost which contained a great dea 
of ice, I discussed with Mr, Hawkins the various measures he 
would take to have the ground come back to ite original frost 
condition, I believe he had a very good knowledge of permafrost 

conditions and will follow the best practice, 

i The quarters of the R.C.M.P, are the gnly other 


2 
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government buildings. These consist of a single men's 
quarters and the usual storage houses, The house was 
one of the few seen that has been banked by a low housing 
of shiplap and roofing paper enclosing moss well packed 
for over two feet of height and nearly two feet in width. 
The resident member of the R.C.MeP, wae away on patrol, 
and I could not obtain his comments on the effectiveness 
of this type of banking.

heavier power load has developed in this area. The #10,000 for material 
purchases during the present fiscal year wes to cover building materials

Attached is a letter received from 
K.H.W. Gardlund, Aklavik Power and Supply, in explanation 
of his Invoice tor $108.00 covering air fare from Aklavik 
to Fort McPherson and return, for the purpose of installing 
the lighting plant for Fort McPherson Day School. 


It will be noted that it was necessary 
for Mr. Gardlund to make two trips to Fort McPherson before 
he was able to complete the work. We requested Miss Stewart, 
Welfare Teacher, to inform Mr. Gardlund when the materials 
were on hand for the installation of the plant, but Mr. 
Gardlund apparently received this information before the 
building had been erected by the Dept. of Public Works. 


Under the circumstances, we have no 
alternative but to pass this account for payment. The original 
figure of $375.00 covered Mr. Garlund's transportation to 
McPherson and return, but he did not, at that time, think it 
necessary to make two trips. 


We are informed by Miss Stewart that the 
materials listed on the Invoice for $26.50 were installed at 
Fort McPherson, and that the lighting plant is now working 
satisfactorily.

These children range in age from 5 to 14 years, averaging 
about 9 years of age. Taking the Indian children in the 
vicinity of Norman and Bear Lake, there are 66 between the 
ages of 7 and 16. The total number of children of school age 
is about 92: I believe the Director has this information. 
There are so many things to consider in the way of expenses up 
in that North country, that I believe we should probably 
endeavour to get a hospital at Norman before even considering 
the building of a school. However, as I have pointed out, the 
need is there, especially for the children belonging to White 
residents of the Fort.

I eam submitting herewith for your information 
a copy of the estimated expenditures for education in 
the Northwest Territories for the fiscal year 1947-48 
over and above the amount budgeted for the current 
year. 


You will note that provision hes been made 
for the opening of day-schools at five points, in- 
cluding Fort Rae and Fort Norman. However, these 
are only temporary expedients, as the need for new 
residential schools at the two points mentioned is 
particularly pressing. 


Consecuently, I would respectfully suggest 
that in the preparation of the educational estimates 
for your Branch consideration be given to the in- 
clusion of amounts adequate to cover the cost of con- 
struction of new residential schools at Fort: Rae and 
Fort Norman, each capable of accommodating one hundred 
children. These points are already served with hos- 
pital facilities, and the residents are predominately 
Indian. Fort Ree and district have 686 Dog Rib Indians 
who are nomadic and visit the Fort only at intervals. 


The Fort Norman district contains some 550 
treaty Indians, and a copy of a petition for the con- 
struction of a residential school is attached. In 
conversation Bishop Trocellier stated that es both 
the Rae and Norman areas are predominantly Catholic, 
he would be prepared to staff the projected schools. 
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While the main estimates that I have 
prepared should receive priority, the two sug- 
gested residential schools mentioned above merit 
inclusion, if at all possible.

Re Day-school at Fort Norman 


I am attaching hereto copy of a petition for 
the establishment of a day-school signed by resi- 
dents of Fort Norman, Northwest Territories, and 
received by me at this office. With respect to 
this matter, I should like to comment as follows:- 


On August lith I made an investigation of edu- 
cational facilities at "ort Norman, talked with Con- 
stable Hurley of the R.C.M-P., local residents and 
membvers of the Roman Catholic mission, and inspected 
conditions among the natives residing there. The 
area contains some 350 treaty Indians, together with 
some whites and half-breeds. I was impressed with 
the general enthusiasm for a4 school, and in view of 
my personal count of more than 70 children of school 
ace I feel that this locality is deserving of im- 
mediate attention. 


Until such time as a further investigation is 
possible, I would suggest the following measures: - 


(1) That for the year ending June 1947 the 
igloo owned by the Department of National Health and 
Welfare be made use of as temporary school premises. 


(2) That the local residents be responsible for 
the provision of heat and light. 


(3) That the Bureau of Northwest Territories and 
the Indian Affairs Branch bear the cost of teaching 
services and school supplies on a pro rata basis.

2. As the writer was present with Mr. W. J. McAinnon when natives 
of this district were interviewed regarding a school being started 

at this point, many enquiries have been made at this office by resicents 
as to what action has been taken by the Gov't in this regard. The 

Only information that the writer was able to give to such enquiries 

was that Mr. W. J. McKinnon was of the opinion thet a school was badly 
needed at this point and that every effort would be made to have a 
school at Ft. Norman. 


3. Recently during a visit by the Indian Agent, br. J. Y. Harvey 
of Aklavik, it was learned that the Dept. have had difficulty in ob- 
taining teachers for the schools in Northern points. In this regard 
I wish to report that the writer was interviewed on 28-3-47 by Mrs. 
R. H. Botten, wife of the W.0.1, i/e R.C.S. Fort Norman. 


a. Mrs. Botten was formerly a school teacher,having taught in 
the Provinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta. At the present time Mrs. 
Botten is teaching the White children of this settlement at her home 
here at Norman. At the time the writer was in conversation with Mrs. 
Botten, she stated that she had heard that the Govt. was planning on 
starting a school at this point and that further she had been given 
to understand the main reason for a school having not already been 
Started was due to the lack of a teacher. As Mrs. Botten is already 
teaching a class of six white pupils she is of the opinion that if 
the Department would make arrangements to secure a building and equip- 
ment for a school at Norman that Half-breed and Indian children could 
be included in her classes. In this regard Mrs. Botten was given the 
address of Mr. W. J. McKinnon, Supt. of Sducation, she stating that 
she would contact him personally. 
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5. In regard to a builuing being secured at ¥t. Norman for 

& temporary school, I would refer to a suggestion made by Mr. 

M, Meikle of the Department during his visit with Mr. McKinnon 

to this settlement in 1946, that a quonset hut (Igloo) which it 

is believed is the property of the Dept. of Health and Welfare, 

be temporarily utilized for a school building. Very little work 
would be required in this regard, the problem of seating and desks 
being the largest item. 


6. This report has been submitted for the information of the 
Department concerned for whatever action they should deem advisable. 
It is respectfully requested, thet due to the many enquiries being 
made at this office by the Natives regarding school, that we please 
be advised of any decision that is being made. This request is 
being made so as to allow the Indians concerned to make arrangements 
for their children should a school be started in Ft. Norman this 
coming summer.

I have recently become resident in Fort Norman, 
my husband having been posted to the Radio Station here. 
As we have one child of nine years of age, I accordingly 
view the problem of schooling, not only for her but for the 
children of the community at lerge, es one of prime importance. 


I am led to believe that your department has signi- 
fied willingness to establish a school here and thet the chief 
obstacle has been unsuccessful efforts to procure a teacher. 
Contingent upon my acceptability I would be more than willing 
to accept the teaching position, if permitted to do so. 

I have not practised the profession since my marriage ten years 
ago but I have, from time to time, rendered assistance and kept 

in touch. I hela a First Cless Interim Certificate from Saskatoon 
Normel School issued in 1934. I taught Ohio School in the dis- 
trict of Imperial, Sask., until the summer of 1935, when I went 
North to Fort Chipewyan, Alta., end taught a private school there 
for a year. For ea period of four months in 1936 prior to my 
marriage I taught the school et Camsell» Portage, Sask. From 

these last two appointments it will be seen that I am not un- 
familier with teaching and general conditions in the North. 


My marriage of course eliminated the necessity of 
applying for a permanent certificate, as I had no intention of 
continuing in the profession as such. However, in the light of 
the existing situation here and the fact thet I feel myself capable 
of filling this important need, I would be glad to resume teaching 
and would appreciate my ecceptance in this capacity. 


I am, by request of respective parents, currently con- 
ducting school in my own home for six of the local children. Un- 
fortunately, this is but a portion of the children of school age, 
es extremely limited accommodation and facilities will permit no 
more.

Res Fort Norman 


I carried out an educational survey at Fort Norman on June 13th and 
14th, during which time I discussed educational problems with representatives of 
the ReCoMePe,y ReColCeSe, the Hudson's Bay Company, and all the local residents. 


I was invited to take part in a meeting attended by all the Indians 
of this area. During the course of this meting they requested that the goverment 
provide them with a government-operated day school ami promised that they would do 
their very best to see that the children attended school regularly. The local 
Ainhabitants informed me that there were 70 children of school age in the vicinity, 
and that about 40 of them would attend school the first years Mrs. R. 8. Botten, 
who holds a First Class Teacher's Certificate from Saskatchewan, dated 1954, and who 
has two and one-half years teaching experience, was the unanimous choice of all the 
residents ae teacher of the proposed school, She has a very fine personality, and 
I witnessed the excellent training which she has given to a emall group of children 
who are receiving instruction from her in one of the rooms at her home. 


My own personal opinion is that we would have about 15 permanent pupils 
attending school at this settlement during the first year. The enrolment may reach 
40 at various seasons, and doubtless there will be an increase in attendance as the 
natives realise the need for practical educational training. 


In any event classroom supplies were ordered on June 14th and it is 
hoped that a permanent school will be opened at this point as soon as possible in 
order that we may retain the confidence of the local citizens. 


I examined the igloo which had been proposed as temporary quarters for 
a day school and found it to be most unsuitable. Such a building would be greatly 
damaged during the process of being moved. It has few windows, poor air space, and 
would be unhealthy for occupation by children. Therefore, I propose that the fovern- 
ment either open a school in the garage owned by the Department of National Health and 
Welfare, procure a Dallas hut from Norman Wells, or purchase @ suitable prefabricated 
building. I am inclined to the opinion that the latter course would prove to be the 
most satisfactory. 


Mr. Stensby of the Department of Public Works, who was erecting a 
RoCoMeP., building, said that he would remodel and insulate the garage owned by 
National Health and Welfare for about $1,000. Failing this he would be free to 
renovate a Dallas hut for classroom purposes. Mr. Foster of Imperial 11 Exploration 
at Norman Wells promised Constable L. ©. Hunter of Fort Norman that he would provide 
a Dallas hut at a maxiown cost of $900. As the Northern Transportation Company boats 
are going from the Wells to Norman frequently, there would be no difficulty in having 
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one of these buildings transported there. The Dallas huts are 48° x 20" and it 
would be necessary to dismantle and erect them with cares. They are constructed in 
sections and Mr. McNiven, a member of the Northwest Territories Council, has advised 
that it would be necessary to place them on a false studding 2° high, re-cut the 
windows and thus renovate them into permanent buildings. He is of the opinion that 
they are no use whatsoever unless this renovation is done, and states that by it 
they oan be converted into comfortable and well-appearing permanent buildingse 


I looked over the townsite, end all the local residents agreed that we 
reserve for school purposes 3 acres of land on Lot Noe 17, south of the road and 
adjoining the west boundary of Lot Noe 17e This area should be 6 chains running east 
and west, and 6 chains running north and southe On June 14th I wired Mr. Re As Gibson, 
Deputy Commissioner, requesting reservation of the above site. There should be no 
difficulty in obtaining this area as it already belongs to the Indian Affairs Branch 
and since the garage owned by National Health and Welfare is at present located thereon. 


Should a new school be planned for erection at this point, a bulldoser 
should be used to remove the moss from the area in order that the permanent frost 
would disappear and so that the building could be erected on a firm foundatione Local 
residents informed me that a bulldozer would be on hand at Norman within the next few 
weeks, and that we should take advantage of this opportunity to have the work done. 
Thie work should be begun after the end of this month so that the ground will dry out 
in Auguste 


The most important factor for the welfare and education of the residents 
at Fort Norman is a good Indian Agent. ‘The Indian Affaire Branch ought to endeavour 
to obtain an outstanding married man with prectical ability in carpentry, gardening, 
and practical activities, combined with an understanding of Indians, who would act as 
Indian Agent while his wife served as teachers With such a combination the financial 
remuneration could be mde so attractive that the Department would have no difficulty 
in providing this settlement with the best type of government employees.

The reason for not recommending any 
suspension of Family Allowance 4s that the parents 
appear to be making en effort to have the children 
attend but owing to financial conditions they are 
forced to leave the Settlement to make & Livinge 


It is believed that in the coming year & 
better attendance may be expected, as the natives 
will be awere of the fact that some measures must be 
taken, such 6s heving emple fuel supply ete. in 
order thet their children mey attend school, It is 
hoped that the Family Allowance Branch and the 
Welfere and Training Branch will agree wilh the 
procedure adopted and allow me to have another year 
with the use of persuasion in obtaining a reguler 
school attendance. Should any of the Natives refuse 
to co-operate, I will not hesitate recogmending the

Neary, Superintendent of 
Miucation for the Indian Affairs Branch, informed you that he 
was referring to me one of your previous letters in order thet 
I micht answer some of your questions concernin: the new school 
at Fort Norman. I should like to apologize for the fact that 
Mir. Neary's letter was overloo'ced, and this accounts for my 
delay in getting the information to you. 


The new school now being constructed at Fort 
Noiman contains two dlassrooms on the ground floor, tocether 
with Cloakroom and toilets for boys and girls, plus a storage 
room. On the second floor are the residential quarters for 
the teacher, consisting of three belrooms, a kitchen, a living 
roan, a dining room and a bathroom. Present plans call for the 
anployment of one teacher, but it is expected that the school 
enrolment by another year will justify the @uploynent of 4 
second teacher. Three bedrooms have been provided in the 
toacher's quarters in order that the gecond teacher micht be 
accommodated theres The living quarters are furnished, with 
the exception of linens and bedding. 


The only transportation to Fort Norman is 
by air. We are at present awaiting a decision as to whether 
or not the Government will pay air transportation costs for 
teachers from Edmonton to their destination.

A carpenter crew is engaged at Fort 
Norman and is being retained there over freeze-up. 
The building 1s closed in with siding in pluce and 
a tar and gravel roof has been proceeded with so as 
to protect the building, but not wholly completed, 
cold weather im the late fall preventing its completion. 
leetrical work has been completed, hot-air heating 
installed and in operation. The carpenter crew will 
finish, it is expected, during January. At that time 
the class could be transferred if desired, from the 
present temporary quarters, to the new .chool building.

Therefore, it will be in order to have this school 
continue to operate during the months of July and August. buring 
thie time those children who have not attended during the winter 
months will be able to get at least sone education.

Dear Mr. Neary; 

Due to heavy ice conditions here during break-up 
your letter dated April I4 just arrived. 

As briefly as possible I will attempt to sum up 
the school situation here in Fort Norman. 

There are 31 children of school age among the 
nativese..e25 Catholic, 6 Protestant. At Franklin there are 
S3eeall Catholic. Whites number about & Prot. ( 4 of whom 
are leaving soon) and 4 Cath. 

From these figures it is easy to see that the 
children are in the vast majority Catholic and although we 
have no Catholic school for them here as yet, still we wish 
them to learn something about God in school. 

For this reason we are anxious that a Catholic 
teacher be appointed to this post. Unfortunately the present 
teacher, ,lthough excellent, is Catholic in name only. 

We understand that the school now being com- 
pleted here at a cost of around $60,000.00 is being put up 
for the Indians and therefore it seems logical that they 
should be served in preference to the few whites who may 
attend. But these Natives are anxious that the burden of 
instructing their offspring in the knowledge of God and His 
laws be taken from their shoulders and put upon those of 
the better qualified school teacher. During the winter I 
filled in ,in this capacity, for the one half hour of echool 
time per week that was allotted mee We need more time. And 
this time should not be at the end of the last day of the 
weekeeeeor at the end of any day of the week for that matter, 
because it gives the impression that they are staying "after" 
school, especially when they see the Protestant children 
troop out. The Knowledge of God and His law is the most 
important subject a child can possibly study at schoole 

Although the Canadian Gove. is pouring money into 
this Fort in the form of a beautiful new school, they seem 
to be ignorant of the fact that the majority of the Indian 
children will be unable to benefit by this school because 
their parents are trappers and cannot afforf to stay in the 
Port longe As much as they would like to leave their children 
in school this cannot be done if theré is no place for them 
to eat and sleep. A boarding school is imperative here if 
the Indians are to benefit by this recent outlay. The Indian 
agent here agrees that the logical solution is to obtain the 
services of several of those Sisters who are succéssfully 
caring for Indian children at other posts while their parents 


are in thé bush.

Our District Agent at Fort Smith, Mr. Fred 
Fraser, recently visited Fort Norman and confirmed the choice 
of site for the new school previously made by Inspector of 
Schools McKinnon and District Engineer Johnston. The site 
selected is Lot 17, which property is already owned by the 
Indian Affairs Branch. This lot has a road frontage of 
about 660 ft. and an average depth of 530 ft., giving a total 
area of 8 acrese 


The District Agent reports that there is a slough 
at the rear of Lot 17 that can be drained by the excevation of 
a ditch about one-quarter of a mile long from the easterly end 
of Lot 17 to the bank of the Mackenzie River, passing through 
Lot 23 which is vacant Crown land. He estimates that the cost 
of such drainage would smount to $1400. We are now asking the 
Department of Public Works to verify this estimate. 


The location of the new school has already been 
staked out on Lot 17.

RE FORT NORMAN. 


A carpenter crew is engaged at Fort 
Norman and is being retained there over freeze-up. 
The building is closed in with siding in place and 
a tar and gravel roof has been proceeded with so as 
to protect the building, but not wholly completed, 
cold weather im the late fall preventing its completion. 
Blectrical work has been completed, hot-air heating 
installed and in operation. The carpenter crew will 
finish, it is expected, during January. At that time 
the class could be transferred if desired, from the 
present temporary quarters, to the new school building. 
The alternative would be to retain the school in its 
present quarters until the spring or early summer, when 
the weather would not be too severe for the transfer. 
This, however, is a matter for local decision. Some work 
will be needed next year, such as outside painting, 
installation of plumbing and other small items of 
unfinished work.

The carpenter crew is now remaining st Fort Norman for freene- 
up and with the present crew, it is expected work will finish about 
February lst, unle s more carpenters are provided to speed up she 
work, The cost, however, of sending in more carpenters would herdly 
be warranted in view of the sir feres involved, unless there were a 
denand for early occupancy of this building. This herdly seems the 
ease, since school classes sre now being carried on in a temporary 
building in the near vicinity.

Replying to your letter 917-5 (E-1) of 
October 21st, I have received from District Engineer 
W. Je Johnston a partial list of Buildings in the Northwest 
Territories that will not be completed this year and the 
estimated amount of funds required to complete them in the 
fiscal year 1949-50. 


As Mr. Johnston points out that the 
2-classroom school and teachers‘ quarters require an 
adjacent storehouse, the cost of storehouse is included 
in the estimate of funds required. In connection with the 
construction of the schools, temporary housing has to be 
provided for the construction crews and, in some cases, 
this temporary accommodation can be made into a presentable 
warehouse. 


Here below are the estimates for the school 
buildings at the points mentioned in your letter, with the 
exception of Hay River.

On October 14th I sent you « statement in regard to funds 
required for 2-Classroom Day School and Teacher's Querters at 
Port Norman,N.wW.T. It was stated that $31,000 would be required 
additioneal,in 1946-49 in order to complete this project. This 
school is one of the projects for which no detailed estimate was 
submitted by this Department,and in fact it would have been impossible 
te do ao until well in the season on account of the mmgre information 
at first available. 


By Radiogram of October S0th you mquired regarding the amounts 
of money which will be spent this year on plumbing, heating ma 
electrical contracts,it being indicated that the balane of money under 
these contracts might be released to pay expenditures this current year. 
This, however, will not help the school project at Tort Norman to my 
appreciable extent. I heve had no reply to my letter of Oetober 14th 
and thus do mot know whether or not ateps are being taken to release 
additional funds so this project cm be completed this year. It ies now 
in the freeze-up period and the carpenter crew st work at that place cannot 
be removed for about three weeks or a month when ski-equipped eirplanes 
are able tw operate ond lend on the Mackenzie River. However,I would 
like to be advised shortly,if there is ming to be any delay in granting 
the edditional funds asked for,for completion of the project in 1948-49. 
If these funds we mot to be voted I shall arrange to withdraw the 
garpenter crew ead close down the job so es to reduce the expenditure 
this year as far as possible. I may point out,however, thet the school 
project is advancing very sutisfactorily, with electrical end heating 
eontracts heaving been completed. The plumbing cannot be done until the 
arrival of materials next season. However, as advised in my letter No.

As you know, a fire occurred in the Fort Norman two- 
classroom day school this fall, which necessitated the closing 
down of the construction work until a full report was received 
as to the cause of the fire. 


When Mr. W. J. Johnston, District Engineer, Department 
of Public Works, was in Ottawa in November, he discussed with 
architects of our Engineering and Construction Division the 
detuils of the plen used for installing this furnace. It was 
decided that a revised plan should be prepared to provide greater 
protection from fire hazards, and accordingly, our Engineering 
and Construction Division has prepared plan No. 860, sheet S 1, 
copy of which I enclose for your informetion. 


This revised plan provides for the plecing of a 4=inch 
layer of hollow tile between the brick base of the furnace and 
the concrete slab with a layer of asbestos board under the con- 
crete. It is to be used for all furnace installations in these 
two-classroom day schools in the Mackenzie District of the North- 
west Territories, and copies have been sent to the Chief Engineer, 
Department of Public Works,

I have just returned from visiting the Macken- 
zie River Missions and find awaiting me yours of I4 June, 
No. 122/82, enclosing copy of letter from Ottawa relative to 
mine of May I3th. re shortage of Grant paid to the Hay River 
Boarding School. 

I do not know how to account for the low attend- 


ance excepting through the measles, but am writing to enquire. 


With regard to the measles I may say that I 
think it rather hard on us the Department cutting down the 
Grant on that accounte 

The children were all at the school and had to 
be fed and cared for just the same. The salary of the Prin- 
cipal, the Teachers, and other helpers had to be paid as usual, 
In fact extra expense had to be incurred as nearly everyone 


was stricken. 


As therefore the low attendance was due to no 
fault or negligence of the school staff, but entirely to sick-~- 
ness, I think that it would be only fair and just that the De- 
partment pay the full Grant for that pericd, and I would res- 
pectfully press for such payment. 

The maintenance of the echool is a great tax 
upon us, and unless we get the full amount of the Government 
Grant, which comes far short of the actual expense, I fear 
that we shall be unable to continue it.
